the promising Outlook. 

Brigadier Frank Smith, who has just re- 
turned from South America, was promptly 
interviewed by a representative of Uhe War 

"How long were you in South America ?" 
asked our representative. _ 

"Ten weeks," replied the Urigiiuier. ' i 
vipjted ail the corps and outposts in the two 
Republics of Uruguay antl Argentine, and 
had great meetings. In some places as many 
as one thousand people assembled. The 
policy of taking theatres for the meetings was 
fully justified. Speaking generally, I do not 
tliink there is any country where the Army 
has a higher reputation. The authorities, 
from Government Ministers to policemen, are 
very frien-dly," „ 

"The Army has opened a Sailors' Home ? 

"Yes, in ithe Port of Engineer White— a 
port named a'fter a celebrated English en- 
gineer — which is already a great success. 
Within a month of its opening one of the 
most noted crimps in South Aimenca sold np 
and cleared out, realizing that his occupation 
was gone." 

"'Who is in dhargc of the Home ?" 

"A Welsrtinvan — ^Ensign Thomas — an old 
sailor, who understands the business.. He was 
converted in ithe countrj' in our Seaman's 
Mission. As you know, the Government gave 
us a grant of land to build the Home." 

"As to work generally, what are the con- 
ditions ?" 

"In the first place, th • spirit of the officers 
is superb. Their devotion and loyalty under 
exLreiiii: diiricultie.=; arc -.vondctful. Their 
Tea-t difficulty is the wide-spread field of 
operations and lack of communication one 
with another. Very often they are twelve 
months without an officers' meeting. Some of 
the outposts are 13Q miles from a corps. ' 

"What is the attitude of the people ?" 

"They listen gladly to us; but many iiave 
ceased to take any practical interest in reli- 
gion. We have to combat then indifference." 

"Yfiu went to Brazil ?" 

"Yes; prospecting. Brazil is a vasit country 
with great mineral wealth;, bu the power of 
the Church there is much stronger than in 
either of the two other Republics." 

"What are the prospects there ?" 

"Very good, so far as an op n field, popu- 
lation and money are concernt^d ; and as tar 
as I could hear there would be no violent op- 
position." 

The Social Work. 

"I suppose the work in the Argentine and 
Uruguay is mostly missionary ?" 

■'Yes; but i am hoping as the result of my 
visit extensions will Lake place vvQiich will 
greatly improve our position. As regards 
Social Work, the opportunities are immense." 

"Have we done anything much in the Social 
line 1" 

"We have Shelter and Lodging-house ae- 
comniodaition in Buenos Ayres, and also in 
Montevideo, with seamen's work attaehed, 
tn^rtlior v.'ith th!> Snilr.rs' Hc-~-; at EngiiicC!- 
White. These all have the sympaDhetic co- 
operation of the various Consuls in the towns. 

"In Montevideo, while I was there, the 
Swedish Consul sent a shipwreckel crew of 
eigliiecn men to our place. The Consuls of 
Other countries liave also sent us slilpwreeked 
men. The Benevolent Society in Buenos 
Ayres has likewise jriven a errant to the Arniv 
for an otheer to attend every day on the pre- 
mises connected with the Scotch Church. He 
has an office there, and all appJlicants go to 
him. They recognize the fact that the Army 
■can do the work niiirh better than they can 
do it." 

"The influence of the Arany /touches the 
sailors who come to the country ?" 

"During my visnt as many as fifteen in a 
week have been converted at one corps in 
Buenos Ayres. Every ship arriving is visited 
by an officer, and it is no uncommon thing 
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"I iailed to see the President of Uruguay 
because the appointment miscarried; but I 
saw the Prime Minister in regard to coloni- 
zation, anl emigration. 1 found he knew a 
good deal about the Army, and the interview 
W.-S niost friendly. The Minister of the in- 
terior of the Argentine also received me, and 
listened attentively to all I had to say con- 
cerning the emigration v.'ork of the Army, 
and said they were always ready to welcome 
suitable labui, and lliaL the icsourccs o^ ,..eir 
Emigration Department might be relied on 
to meet the Army in any possible way. He 
showed me plans of lands in the south which 
were open for colonization, and ofl^ered me a 
free pass to see them. I was assured that 
emigrants baeked by the Army would be cer- 
tain of their best attention," 

"Do you think there is a good chance for 
colonization ?" 

"Yes, for colonization other than emigra- 
tion. The language is the difficulty, I saw 
colonies of Russians, Poles, Danes, and Jews, 
doing well. Continental emigrants easily pick 
up the language. The country is very produc- 
tive, but wages are not high from the British 
standpoint. Tile Italian emigrant is smtisned 
with very little, and as the majority are Ital- 
ians, they, of course, set the pace. Bm all 
tihe time things aje improving." 

It may be added that on the voyage home, 
the Brigadier conducted services on board the 
steamer, with good results; and gave accept- 
able illustrated lectures on the general work 
of the Army. 

SALVATIONIST IN RUSSIA 

Conducts r<aeetings at Keval, and Has 124 
Souls. 

At the old Icehouse Corps in Hull th';re is 
a soldier who was once in His Majesty's navy. 
He was converted about two years ago, and 
was employed at the Hull Gas Works, where 
he undertook to conduct salvation meetings, 
"on his own," with the men around him. 

Tempornrily falling out of work, he got a 
berth as fireman on board a ship bound for 
Russia, and, as our correspondent puts it. 
"God told him He had something for h:m to 
do there." 

At St. Petersburg he could not find an open- 
ing, but at Reval he got into touch with a 
Swedish evangelist, and after praying about 
the matter, a meeting was arranged. 

When it came off, the building in which it 
was held was packed, and as the -Swedish 



friend had made it extensively kii.jwn tii-^ a 
Salvationist from England would addre.ssmie 
people, the Russians of the town and diitnci 
were very curious to hear him. Une of i i^n 
iiniced, -caiiic- a liuiidicu niiles to attend thi. 
meeting, and he arid twenty-three others got 
converted. 

Our comrade is only a working- man iMih 
a heart full of the love of God, bin he testified 
to such cifeet that immediately ibis menine 
was over he was driven to a large; hall, «ucre 
no less than sixty souls were added to tlin 
twenty-four already recorded. 

He aitcrvvaicJs conducied two more meet 
ings, and forty more souls were conveilcd 
including a mate of the ship wlileli Look mm 
to Russia. 

Our comrade — who has returned to Hull- 
is an out-and-out Salvationist.

In the chapel of a large Canadian prison, 
among hundreds of convicts, sat an interest- 
inc. clcvcr-lcckiiip man. His isejid was bovred 
low before him, as he ■ealizeJ his terflu'c 
position. A criminal, an outcast from the 
society in which he had once been a leader. 
He was cultured, educated, and in his eaiij 
life had been brilliant in his profession. 
When approached at the close of the service 
and questioned as to his life's history, he told 
a sad story of failure and shame. For fifteen 
years he had been a minister of the Gospel; 
honored and respected by his people. H« 
had gradually drifted from his high estate by 
indulffing in the " moderate glass." He hid 
lost his position, and then rapidly descended 
the social scale, until, while under the influ- 
ence of wine, he had coniiiiitted tae uSSu 
which had caused his incarceration in a fel- 
on's cell. 

This drink evil, like many other evils, has 
a small beginning. 

It always grows out of the first glass. ■ 
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PROGRESS IN SWEuEN. 
Commissioner Rees' Hopeful Report. 

"One of the 'features of our work in Swsden 
which has impressed me most," said Commis- 
sioner Rees, the Swedish Territorial Leader, 
as he chatted with a War Cry representative 
at Ha4J,e;igb;. Farm Colony, "is the deeply 
spjj'itiial iiature of the meetings held in the 
summer time, when the people practically live 
out of doors. This being the case, and indoor 
meetings being well-nigh impossible, we take 
the Gospel to them by lake and steamboat, 
and hold meetings in the heart of the woods. 

"An English Salvationist," said the ConT- 
missioner, "would perhaps conclude that if 
you hire a steamboat and go dow.n the river 
It is simply a pleasure trip. Nothing of the 
kind. Prayer meetings are held here, there 
and everywhere. Little groups worship to- 
gethef, and getting hold of some unconverted 
visitor, press him into the Kingdom. On Mid- 
summer day it was extremely hot, and we had 
permission from the King's Chamberlain to 
hold our meetings in the grdunds of Drott- 
ningholm Palace, on the shores of the beauti- 
ful LaJ'wC Maelar. Ws .ha'd four steamers, well 
loaded, and accommoriating a rh on s;i 1 1 j s"I- 
diers and friends. Landing there at half-past 
iten, we began our meetings at eleven, the 
people listening for two hours and a-qu-urter. 
It was as good a salvation meeting as any you 
could get in London. Other crowded meet- 
ings were held during the day, and we iiuish- 
ed Up with quite :•■. number of conversions. 

"VVe have also reopened our children's sum- 
mer colony, which is situated on an island in 
the Baltic. In Sweden we take the po-jrest 
children av,-ay frcm .the crov.dcd city for two 
or three months ;it a time, and at present we 
have fifty-four or, the island. Tliey are sel- 
ected from the poorest classes, and the people 
subscribe llberall; to this fund. This yeai we 
got a thousand irroner from the funds col- 
lected on "Children's Saturday," so ithat this 
year wc shall be ible to increase the number 
v/e take away. Our Slum Officers, who super- 
intend the work, are greatly reverenced. In 
one town the leading newspaper appealed for 
money, and raised five hundred kroner for the 
Slum Work. The editor also suggesLed that 
the authoritieB of the town should pay the 
rent of the house occupied by t<he Slum Offi- 
cers. The Burgomaster gladly fell in with the 
idea, so -that the officers have been relieved of 
tli is anxiety." 

"Then the Army is progressing in Swe- 
den ?" said the Cry representative. „ 
"Most certainly," replied the Commissioner. 
J, A Svrtdish Bishop. 

"Inispife oi'm'uch misrepresentation, the peo- 
ple 'are friendly, I think I may say, from the 
lowpst to the highest. Only ^the other day I 
was traveling with a Swedish Bis'hop, who 
made very friendly re^^erences tooiir woik. 

"The Swedes have a great. love of the Bible, 
and vrm ran always intere,st ithem v/ith a 
Bible-reading. When they become Salvation- 
ists; they are very devoted, and stick to the , 
prayer-meetings in a way which might set an 
example to .some corps at home." 

"You have quite a number of bands ?" 

"Yes ; arid we are ■developing them. Tlie 
baniismen show a fine fighting spirit, staying 
to the finish ■witJh the soldiers. Major Ostby 
has, recently been appointed head of our .Musi- 
cal Department, and is now engaged in pre- 
paring a new tune-book, which will contain 
seven hundred good tunes," 



"What about the Training, Commissioner?" 
"We are Improving the Training system, 
and have considerably increased (he accom- 
juodation of the Home. When we start our 
next session, in August, the Cadets will go 
through an exactly similar course of training 
to that given ito the Cadets at Clapton. Then 
there is a great movement going forward in 
the way of harmonizing the training. Briga- 
dier Larsson, an officer cf experience and 
ability, has been made secretary of this branch 
of (he work." 

It may be added that the Commissioner, 
who was only in England for a brief visit, is 
"in love" with Sweden. Mrs. Regs is much 
better, and taking an active part in the work. 

FINLAND. 

Colonel Hay, Chief Secretary 'for ("ircat 
Britain, has just returned from Finland, much 
impressed with the way in which Salvation 
Army work is spreading in all directions in 
that interesting country. In speaking of the 
attitude of the ipeople in Finland towards the 
Army, the Colonel says : 

"They are both sympathetic and respect- 
ful, especially the Finns fihemselves, both in 
town ujid country. The Russians also treat 
us very well. In the streets the Russian offi- 
cers will raise their hats to our officers, and 
.wmc of them are exceedingly friendly. Our 
Temple is at No. I, Helsing'ors, in which c'' . 
there is also another corps with five hundred 
soldiers on the roll. Our Rescue Home, wliere 
thirty women are accommodated, is another 
fine property, and is to be enlarged. Our 
Home of Rest, a large building which cost 
$5,000, is .situated opposite the residence of 
the GuvcMioi-Gciieiai, just ijiilside tile city." 



DENMARK. 

166 Surrendefs at the Coiigi'eas. 

The Danish Congress at Copenhagen, just 
concluded, wa.'i, writes our correspondent, 
remarkable for spiritual fervor and results, 
in spite of the fact that itliere were outside at- 
tractions, including a cattle show which had 
over a liuiidied (housHnd visitors on the Sun- 
day. 

The Salvation Army 'temple was filled at 
each public meeting, and some five thousand 
people attended the open-air in the K'r.g's 
Gardens, 

Colonel Whatmc'.-c, representing the Gen- 
eral, '.vas supported by T.ient.Colonei Brengle.

The officers 
were overjoyed, and the Congress closed (vith 
the waving of flags and handkerchiefs, shouts 
of thanksgiving, and the singing of "God be 
with you till we meet again," 



SOCIAL INSTITUTIONS IN NEW 
ZEALAND. 

The Salvation Army has in New Zealand 
thirteen Social institutions — four for men and 
nine for women. The former comprise 
Prison-Gate Homes in Auckland and Christ- 
church, with Shelters and Mctropolcs in 
Auckland and Wellington. The one in Auck- 
land is a spacious building, and is doing an 
excellent work. The labter institutions Con- 
sist of Rescue and Maternity Homes in 
Christchurch, Dunedin, Auckland, and Well- 
ington, with an additional Home for Girls in 
the iast-named city. The statistics show that 
during the past year the accommodation prc^- 
vided by these Homes was availed of to a 
large extent by the particular class of people 
for whom these institutions were designed, 
cases havmg been obtained from prisons, 
police-courts, and numerous other sources. 
Tlie percentage of unsatisfactory cases is en- 
couragingly small. Most of the persons 
whom the Army seeks to benefit, after pass- 
ing through the Homes, have either been sent 
to situations, restored to friends, happily 
married; or have attained an otherwise satls^ 
factory destiny. 

A total of 31,331 meals and 24,901 beds 
have been provided during the past year at 
tlie Workman's Hotel, Wellington, and the 
year's record for the People's raiace, Auck- 
land, shows 170,865 meals and 28,756 beds as 
hp',ng supplied. 

The Army's social institutions throughout 
the colony are vvell known for the good work 
accomplished in connection with them. 
They have also been recognized in a practical 
manner by the Government. His Excellency, 
the Governor of the Colony, Lord Plunket, 
and Lady Plunket have greatly interested 
themselves in the Social Work since their 
arrival in New Zealand. 



WEST INDIES. 

The Jamaica Daily Telegraph gives a weli- 
displayed account of the Salvartion Army Con- 
gress in the to-wn hall of that city. The halls 
were crowded, and "the marches through the 
city, headed by the brass band," says the 
T<?]egraph, "have been lioth an attraction and 
an pdverti.sement. In the language of a by- 
stander, it hn.i; 'preached a senmon half a mile 
long.' " 

The key-note of the Congress was s(ruck 
by Lieut.-Colonel Ranch, and the presence of 
Major Jackson from International Head- 
quarters was "an inspiration." 

Among those who attracted special atten- 
tion was Adjutant Ghurib Das, dressed in 
East Indian costume, aud v/alking about bare- 
footed. He told t.he story of his eotiversion, 
and how it led up to his consecration for spe- 
cial work among the coolies.

I have reason to believe tJiat my previous 
I-etters on the Fire have been read with pro- 
fit, a.id that a blessed flame of love rto God 
and souls has been kludled in many curps 
Wi'iic-ii, ii only lOjierecl, will grow hotter and 
hotter and prove a blcssingr to multitudes of 
souls. 

Again I beg yuu not lo despise the day 
of smal] thing's. Perhaps you cannot, as j-ct, 
see much of a flame in your corps — perhaps 
you can only see a little smoke. Remember, 
however, ithat where fhere is smoke there 
is fire, and ^ct on the advice of your Lord, 
and do not quench the .'smoking- flax; fan it 
into a blaze. 

How you can do this I described in ni)' 
last letter; but it has occurred to me that, 
instead of g'iving' any further direction'; liow 
to keep ithe fire burning, it might be useful 
and interesting to suggest one or two of the 
most effective mcfhod.s of puttijig iit out. And 
the first suggestion I make is — 

1. Leave it alone. Neglect it, and it will 
die out of itself. Do not trouble to feed it 
by singing and prayer or talking or anything 
else, either in public or private. Leave it to 
the Captain — whose business it chiefly is — 
or to those of your comrades who profess to 
care more about such things. Let I'hem sing 
and shout end wrestle with God and .sinners 
in the open-airs and indoors. Let them weep 
over the backsliders and hardened sinners and 
cold-hearted -soldiers .ind un.'^aved ohilJre.n, 
You have your work, your friends, your 
family, or something else, to see to, and can- 
not be expected .to trouble your.sclf abour 
keeping "p r, no,-- ."src e!rn."r ::', ;i:'T::r:;.-, nr 
juniors. Leave it alone. 

This is the first plan I propose, and if any 
reasonable number of soldiers, in any corps 
where a Fire is burning, will adopt it, the 
IToly Spirit will, T f^^ncy, .'^oon be grJei'ed 
and disajipointed. and Ihe Fire will go out. 
and the corps will be left cold and hard, and, 
perhaps go on to tarve to death alitogether. 

2. A.nother efT- ctive plan for quenching 
the Fire is to find Fault about it. While j'ou 
do not move a han i to help it. keep .criticizing 
the work done to uiaintain it by other com- 
rades. Object to the methods adopted or 
the consequences ;hat follow. Speak plrJnfy 
against the noise made or the unpleasant 
feelings created i: the minds of the proud, 
half-starved foldi; is. or declare against it 
because .sonie re.<;-icctable, empty professors 
of religion in the p ighborhood are di,spie-jscd, 
and say yoci are :. ringing a di.'Jgrace on re- 
ligion. 

3- Anotbrr most effective mclhcd of cl.unp- 
iTig down tbe Fire i*; for a few s(»ldiers to 
have au open quarrel round it. A wrr.nglc 
with the Captain, or a di.sagreement v,f:itiii 
the Sergeant-.\fajor, or with .somebody else, 
will serve the purpose. It docs not matter 
much what it is about — whether the money, 
the juniors, the .mecitings, or the band. .•\ny- 
thing will do that makes plenty of bitter feel- 
ings, hard words, and uncharitable suspicions. 
These are the things lo put out the Fire.^ A 
very little in^Iii-r-, nv f-jwnge, nr suspicion, 
vAM damp down the most wonderful flame. 
The devil considers this one of the be.'-Jt meth- 
ods within his knowledge for putting out the 
holy Fire of Christlike love and heavenly 
gladness. Oh, tide hoiy iiames all over ihe 
world in (general, and over the Salvation 
Army in particular, that have been put out 
by the adoption of thi.s plan, 

4. Buffoonery, jesting, jukmg, sji.y .aiig.-,- 
ter and lightness are all or any of them 
wonderfully eft'ecpive in giievinir the PTolv 
spirit, driving Hiiii awuy, anfi cx..;ngu;s.;in.g 
the Fire. 

5. WorldJiness is the .s-worn enemy of Uil; 
holy I'ire. Perhaps no method more effec- 
tively keeps fhe God of Fire away from ibo^e 
who profess to he Ili.s people than this. 
The Spirit of God i.s opposed to the spirit of 
the world, Thci-efore, if yoii watM to grievp 



the Holy Spirit, land put out any fire that 
may be burning in the hearts of your com- 
rades, or on the altar of your corps, bring 
in the worldly spirit. There are any number 
of ways of doing this — -such as games, parties, 
recreations, or anything else got up for m^vc 
amusement, apant from the well-being of 
those who take part in them Oliristmas, the 
New Year season, and holidays in general, 
are famous times for this kind of Fire-quench- 
ing, It is quite notorious that revivals, and 
spiritual awakenings, and Holy Ghost Fires 
in general, where God is exalted and lihc dy- 
ing Christ and soul-saving are to be rto the 
front, suffer at such festive periods. But, 
alas! the worldly. Fire-quenching business 
goes forward all the year round. 

6. There are niany other methods by which 
the holy flame can be quench.cd, but I can 
only notice one more, and that certainly is a 
truivip-card of the devil, namely, scandal. 
Now, where the devil can manage to bring 
this about he is sure of effectively damaging 
the Fire if he does not damp it out altogether. 
And where he cannot raise a public scandal, 
if be can nianage to bring out to public notice 
some glaring inconsistencies of the soldiers, 
this will answer his end. Oh, how careful 
my dear comrades ought to be how they live 
before their families and the world when any 
false step can do such serious damage to the 
blessed Fire of the Holy Spirit! 



7. , But enough. I need not go further. 
Yes, I must say another word, for I can 
fancy I hear some soldier asking the question, 
" Why do these things interfere with ithe 
Fire of .love to God and man?" I answer — 

(a) Because they turn away attention from 
the main business for which the corp.s exists, 
which is the maintenance of this Fire, The 
soldiers are taken up with other things and 
neglect their own affairs. 

(b) Because they interfere with faith. 
Soldiers lose heart and cast away their con- 
fidence. " Oh," they say, " this will ruin our 
revival." 

(c) They .?top the flow of the spirit of 
prayer. Soldiers say, " It is no use praying. 
God won't help us." 

(d) The lessening of faith weakens effort, 
and altogether destroys the spiritual work of 
the corps, 

(e) The Holy Spirit is grieved and takes 
His flight. 

8. Oh, my comrades, do not allow the devil 
to lead you astray. Keep your eye on the 
Fire. Guard it with sacred vigilance and 
necessary care. 

Have you, my comrade.s here assembled, 
been guilty of any conduct in the past that 
has lowered the Fire in your corps, or in your 
own soul? Do go down this very moment 
and ask .God to forgive you, and hand your- 
selves nver, nnp nnri all, afresh tO the Holy 
spirit, to do anything and everything He de- 
sires that will create and inaintairt the Fire.

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An Incident of the Army's Recent Day of

The Army'.'? recent "Day of Prayer" in 
many towns wias characterized chiefly by an 
entire absence of any forced excitement. The 
" HaiJelujaihe " lay quiet for rthe time being, 
the big drum had a rest, and soldiers and 
friends laid aside their respcotive torm.s to 
join together in seeking tlic one power, with- 
out w'hich every manner of service to God is 
utterly useless. , 

Among those w'ho attended that holy day's 
meetings .in one town was a young minister 
whose ministry was ,a failure.

was one of cold di.^favor. He had done the 
best he was capable of to make a succCaS of 
his cal'ling, but all to no purpose. In the 
matter of preaching he had been particuiarly 
careful, istudying long hours each day, to the 
exclusion of many other duties connected 
with the ahurcli, so thai he migivt preach ac- 
ceptibly, and thus reach the hearts of the peo- 
jjle; but without success. For itwo years iie 
had labored among them, and dissatisfaction 
was mutual. Indifference, coldness, deadness 
characterized every service, and now that 
the time had come for him to leave them, 
there were no regrets on either side, 
lii this .state of utter discouragement. 

So Dangerous to Any 

Christian worker, but especially so to a 
leader of God's people, he attended the

He saw thaSt he had been nothing but a re- 
ligious macliiine, turning out sermons with- 
out color or patterns, because bhe holy de- 
signer ihad been absent.

The past two years of hard, assiduous toil 
looked mean, contemptible, and useless, and 
he resolved, before God, never again to at- 
tempt anytihing in his own strength.

The General was drawn by the niagiielism of 
these calls from his car, through crowds 
vociferating their delight at seeing- him ajjain. 
on to specially-erected platforms, wlicre 
scenes similar to 'those I have already des- 
cribed in New Zealand followed. The train 
'was held up more than onee to suit these 
interruptions without causing so nnich as a 
grunt from publican or sinner. 

At the place wliere piissengors take break- 
fast, a ■publican observed Dhat the Gc-icral 
was not in the company.

They 
are to be found in the following localities: 
Abbotsford, Melbourne — aeknowiedged'lo be 



the best P. G. B. Home in the world; En- 
more, Sydney; Red Hill, Brisbane; Christ'- 
church aiid Auckland, New Zealand; Adelaide 
Snuth Ai.TstraliM ; and Ballarat, Victoria. 

These Homes are run with two purposes in 
view — first the reclamation and restoration of 
the men, morally and socially; and second, to 
win them for God and righteousness, thus 
equipping them for life and death. Work has 
always been the auxiliary to prayer for all 
good purposes. It is so in tthis particular 
case, and thorough inspection of these insti- 
tutions would convince any ithoughtful mind 
that a noble effort was in continual force, 
elevating in principle, and accomplishing per- 
manent blessing to the. individual and nation. 

RESCUE WORK. 

A Checkered Career. 

Australia has a strong v;ork of rescue in 
progress among women of the street. We 
have room for iust a sample case; 

Mrs. M had been well brought up as a 

child; she y.-as die daughter of a Successful 
dentist in the Old Country, She married 
young, and lived most unhappily for several 
years. At last she was divorced from iier 
husband and left England. Before leaving 
her home, she had lived 2 wicked life behind 
the scenes: then for years she was on the 




of "Wandering Tot," and at last ithe police, 
finding that Mrs. Watson was too fond of 
drink to exercise control over the girl, sent 
her to the Army. 

She discussed her misdeeds with smnricin™ 
coolness. 

Little wonder that no one believt'd she 
would stay with us. But she has stayed, and, 
to-day Tot is one of the best-bohavcd little 
maidens in the home, bound iiow for tlie Hea- 
venly City. 

The work among the boys is no less effec- 
tive. Several of the State Governmcius tome 
time ago saw the necessity of the htari play- 
ing an unportant part in reformatory work. 
They decided to do away w.ith the seniNJaii 
system, and place tiic boys in smaller com- 
munities under the care of philanthropic and 
religious societies, granting a capitniion f»c 
to assist in the boys^ maintenance, and re- 
taining these semi-Govemwient instilulious 
under Government' supcrvisiofr. 

It is under this ."syrtem the Saivation .'^.rmv 
began to deal wilTi the criminal and neglected 
boy, and it has now at the following places 
fine institoitions, fully-equipped, and in ex- 
cellent working order : — Victoria ; Thre? fine 
Homes at the foot of the Dandenong Ranges, 
known as Bayswater. Queensland : One at 
River view, a lovely spot at the junctioii 01 
the Bremer and Brisbane Rivers ; another on 
tiic crest of the far-famed Toowoomb-i 
Ranges. South Australia; One Home in the 
beautiful district 06 Mount Barker. West 
Australia: Two up-to-date establishment.? in 
the Collie River district. 

From .the first inomunt a boy enters any oi 
these places, in seventy-five per cent, jf the 
cases his evolution begins. The first salufa- 



streets of one of the large Australian cities. 
But the Lord in His mindfulness stopped her 

Ihe women officers, and was brought to the 
Rescue Home, weary and sick. 

It was a diineult matter to make clear to her 
mind the way of salvation, but love and pa- 
tience conquered, and to-day she is converted, 
and still a happy inmate of the Home, where 
she begs to be allowed to remain, and so be 
altogether removed from all temptations to 
her old life.

Several such trips soon earned her the name

same line. Intelligent and faithful ofticcrs 
are appointed, the refining influence 01 jjoun 
women is a strong feature, and the beneticisi 
effect of beautiful surroundings is recngni^- 
ed. But with all these features the work is 
slow and laborious, and requires wondtrfui 
tact, patience and perseverance. The boy has 
to be taught to work ; this is done by system- 
atic training, in all-round farm and liiiry 
operations, at regular hours. He must have 
time to play ; that is also provided in healthy 
games of cricket, etc., which are indulged in 
with Kest and glee. He must in many cases 
be. assisted with his education: so, for the 
elder boys, night school is held, and a library 
provided, while the smaller boys artend 
school five hours a day. 

Then, more important still, the morais of 
the lad must be watched. Here comes in the 
opportunity for that personal, faithful dealing 
which no purely ofScial system could pro- 
vide, namely, heart-searching, personal ad- 

ing the officers a chance for the influence of 
soul over body.

If that were true, we might do well to ne 
careful in di.spensing relief. But this family 
were altogether strangers to that home-de- 
stroying curse.

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her children (t]ie husband was Iviiie in tlie 
hospital) out of the chicken-coop." 

The family was comfortable when the hus- 
band came out of tlie hospital. For a ^'diile 
he wa.s convalescent, and the Army provided 
■ him with strengthening food, until he was 
well and able to do his work, hi the grateful- 
ness of this family the officers found their 
reward a.nd happiness. 

Army Nurses at Work. 

The year t'hat has passed has been an ex- 
tremely busy one for the Samaritan Nurses. 
All classe.s of men, women and children, wiitli 
almost all kinds of diseases, have been nurs- 
ed. The hours of dutv average about seven- 
teen per day, and yet the nurses cannot nearly 
ineet the demands made upon them by the 
siek. 

During the year they nursed about 130 pa- 
tieiits. Some v/erc people of iridependent 
means; others were among the middle class, 
while oithers again were extremely poor, but

ions, mediinnes, etc., for them.

Sorrowing Wales. 

The lamentable explosion that took place in 
the Rhondda V:i!!e" in v.diieh about 120 
workers lost Irheir lives, adds another catas- 
trophe to the terrible list of colliery disasters 
in Wales. In less than forty years no fewer 
than eighteen disasters have taken place, 
with a total loss of 2,100 lives. At the time of 
writing no explanation a.s to the cause of the 
disaster is to hand. As a ma/tlcr of fact the 
precise cause of colliery explosions is seldoiii 
ascertained, and science has not been able up 
to the present to say with cxaclilndc in what 
conditions explosions may be anticipated. It 
is a terrible pity that man is so powerless to 
prevent these terrible losses of life. The 
Welsh collier is a splendid type of manb.ood. 
No dangers of fire-damp, deadly gases, or 
blazing fires can daunt him in the work of 
rescuing hi.s fellows from death, or retrieving 
their bodies when the grim monster has com- 
pleted his- work. In the following graphic 
sentence a journalist describes the Rhoudda 
on that terrible Tuesday nig'ht : "The Valley 
to-night, with its prolonged anj uismal VN'alc!; 
and dirge-like cries in stricken homes, is a 
veritable valley of the shadow of death." Let 
all of our readers who know Crfxl pr:iy that 
He may apply balm to the stricken wives and 
mothers bereft of children. 

Tide of Immigration. 

From Ottawa we learn that during the cal- 
endar year 1904 immigration into the North- 
West wa.s 41,124, of whom 31,194 came from 
the United States. For five month; to the 
end of May, 1905, the total immigration into
